THE PACIFIO RAILROAD ERIDGE 
OMAHA. 


“The railroad-bridge over the Missouri Riy- 


er has been completed and tested for some 


time, but a communication from there, as 
late as Saturday, states that the bridge has 
not been used. The reason for this is, that 
the Union Pacific Railway Company claims 
that the eastern termihus of that road is on 
the west bank of the river, at Omaha, and 
that the right to run and operate the bridge 
of the railroad. It, therefore, demands that 
all railroads from the East, reaching the Mis- 
uri River, shall transfer passengers and 
freight to the Union Pacific depot in Omaha, 
paying, for the use of the bridge for that pur- 
pose, $10 percar; and that such roads, 80 
using the bridge, shall be responsible for all 
damages that may occur. 

Quite recently the City of Omaha deeded 


to the Union Pacific Railroad several blocks 


of ground on condition that the railroad 
company should establish ite depots in that 
city, and make ‘up all its trains there. There 
is, therefore, a controversy between Omaha 
and Council Blaffson this subject, which the 
Union Pacific Company proposes to settle by 
this agreement with Omaha.

The Special Committee appoiated by the 
New York Legislature to investigate certain 
charges of corruption against Senator James 
Wood has at last made a report, which, 
while it does not specify any particular cor- 
rupt acts practiced by Mr. Wood, neverthe- 
leas decides that his conduct with reference 
to moneys paid to him by Jay Gould and 
Tweed is inconsistent with his position as a 
legislator,

neeted with the payment of these moneys to 
Wood will convince every one else that the 
Committee was warranted in its findings 
against him. Previous to Mr. Wood’s elec- 
tion tothe Senate he was associated with 
one Chamberlain in the practice of the law.

This was done satisfactorily, 
it may be presumed, from the fact that 
Wood not long after received $10,000 from 
Gould, for which he gave his note, the 
$10,000 going into the Woeod-Chamberlain 
liquor concerns, which had begun to lose 
money. It further appears that, when Wood 
came inte the Senate, he was unacquai nated 
with Tweed, who was a Senator at the 
same time, but, during the session, 
he supported the measures known as the 
“ Tax Levy” and the City Charter,” which 
had been introduced and urged by Tweed. 
At the close of that session Wood applied to 
Tweed for a loan cof money, which Tweed 
granted, and advanced to Wood the sum of 
$15,000, for which Wood gave to T weed his

Wood. They do notallege any specie act 
of corruption, but the eircumstances sur- 
rounding them are sufliciently specific to 
warrant inferences of corruption.

although his general repatation in regard to 
business credit was not good for sums such 
as were loaned to him.

They 
er pressed for payment of the notes at 
the time of their maturity, but allowed 
Wood to settle them by renewals, 
and without interest.
